TRAVELING IN THE OLD DAYS. 


Luxurious Accommodations Provided 
for Those Who Journeyed by- 
Boat on the Hudson, ~ 

The frequency with which bollers 
blew up on the early Hudson river 
boats led to the use of what were 
known as “safety barges,” and these 
in their day, were considered the-ut- 
most laxury Jn travel, comparable to 
athe private cars of the magnates of 
today, remarks the Buffalo Courier. 
The barges were boats with main’and 
upper decks and weté almpst as large 
Qs the steamers which towed them. 
The rabble rode on the steamers, I 
haled the smells of the kitchen and the 
freight, holds, endured the nolse of 
the engines and took the chances of 
explosions, while on the barges behlod 
the elite traveled in luxurious state. 
Food was brought from the boat kitch- 
en to the barge saloon over a sway- 
ing bridge between the vessels and waa 
served with great aplorib under the 


direction of a barge captain, who was 


a noble figure tn the setting. 3 

The upper decks of the barges were 
canopled and decked with flowers, 
with promenades and easy chairs from 
which to view the scenery. At night 
the Interiors were transformed. inte 
sleeping accommodations, much «the 
same as In a modern Pullman, except 
that they were more’ commodlous 
Not. the least attractive feature of 
these barges, according to a chronicler 
of ‘thelr excellence, was’“an’ elegant 
bar, most sumptuously* supplied: with

The photographs taken on Septem- 
ber 21 will be used in connection with 
a set taken fn South America and 
West-Africa in May, 1919, which indl- 
cated that the Einstein theory was 
correct.

The astrographic telescope that has 
been ‘transplanted from Greenwich to 
Christmas Island is probably the most 
highly valued of the numerous treas- 
ures of the British Observatory. In 
previous similar experiments it hin 
beeh: found necessary to point the in- 
strument away from the sun, the pho- 
tographa having been secured through 
the use of 2 mirror, which allowed for 
a slight miscalculation and fault {n 
the resulta.

Andther Hritish expedition will 
make observations on the Maldive Is- 
landalands, This expedition js under 
the direction of Professor J. Evershed, 
director of the Kokaikanal Observa- 
tory, a Britivh institution in Indla.

The expedition from the United 
States is under the direction of Dr. W. 
W. Campbell, director of the Lick Ob 
servatory of the University of Califor- 
nia, on Mount Hamilton, and left San 
Francisco on Sept. 1, bound for Perth, 
Australia, where they were tranship- 
ped to a vessel of the Australian navy 
placed at, thelr disposal by the Gov- 
ernment of Australia and proceeded 
to Ninety-Mile Beach on the rim of 
the Great Sandy Desert, on the north- 
western shore of Australia, landing In 
surf boats at a polnt about 200 miles 
north and east of Hroome, the last 
landing place on that coast and only a 
amall village Itself. 

The fruits of the elaborate and ex- 
Pensive preparations will mean much 
to the world’s store of astronomical 
knowledge and it is hoped that the 
oceasion of the eclipse will not be 
hoodooed by rainy: weather, at least 
not for a few hours before and after 
the phenomena.

London, Sept. 20.—The uncovering | Wo 


of a fragment of Old London Bridge 


hau Ted to the exact location of that 
grim memorial of “the good old day” 
-~Execution Dock. 

This inlet of the Thames, by Warp- 
Ing Old Stairs, was used for genera: 
tions us the site upon which was ere-t- 
ed uw permanent gallows for the execn- 
tion of pautical malefactors. The tust 
hanging. that took place there was, 
in 1848, when seven sailors wer 
“turned off" for “piracy.” 

Gravel Lane abutted. on to the 
“dock” and here lived for many gen 
erations the Thames magistrite, 
whose house, or “office,” ag it was 
termed, was used as the police coari, 
and was the forerunner of the now 
famous Thames police court. For 
elght ycara the magintrate was assist- 
ed in his duties by a sea captain. 

CAPT. KIDD'S DEATH. 

On the other side was Old Wapping 
Court, and in the solitary house that 
once stood there the criminals were 
elven a drink of wine before being 
called upon to mount the geaffold. 
When the execution was afoot, the 
boutmen of the Thames did a busy 
trade, for it was the custom to view 
the last agonies of the malefactors 
from the water. ; 

Here Captain Kidd suffered. Ro 
mance hag invested him with .many 
wonderful qualities “of daring and 
dash. In truth be was a sorry rogue, 
a coward and a blood-splashed = ruf- 
flan, but he died gamely. 

Appearing on the fatal platform, he 
bowed elegantly to the company. He 
had spent the greater part of the last 
night fn decking his person, and ap- 
bearing all-glorious in pure velvet, silk 
stockings, shoes with red heels and 
Silver-gilt sword. After a speech, he 
made a sign to the hangman that he 
Wag ready and the rope was adjusted 
round his neck, Casting himself off 
impetuously the hemp broke and he 
fell heavily to the ground. Rising, he 
complained with some bitterneas that 
“it irked him to dle as a malefactor, 
but surely the sheriff might see that 
the rope wag trustworthy.” A fresh 
cord was procured, the aheriff apolo- 
gized profusely, and Captain Kidd was 
well and truly hanged. 2 

EIGHT HANGED TOGETHER. 

Here, too, Captain Blood, the infam-. 
ous pirate, was hanged, and his body 
was displayed. in chains for afz 
months,  Sinugglers were brought to 
thiss {l]-omened spot, and. after execu- 
tion their bodies were tarred to pre- 
serve them from decay so that they 
might bang {or months as a warning 
to the lying. 

On one. occasion eight amugglers 
were hanged together. In their death 
agonles . the hangman took into ,. his 
arms a Hitle infant child belonging to 
&@ nobleman, He passed the face of 
the child across the fluttering bands 
of the dying men (those executed at 
the “dock” were never bound) so that

pecially of apartments, aswell as certain requirements:of tenants as 
to heating during the coming winter, has beer the subject of somo en- 
quiry. That there may be more trouble and expense than heretoforo Is 
beyond question; but premisea rented as heated must be heated, no matter 
whothor or not the owner shonld lose money by his lease.- In a word, own- 
ers of dwdliings, whether ‘apartients or- self-contained houses, who: have 
Teased it to tneants with tho understanding that they would supply heat 
when necessary must comply with this obligation. They may use any 
form of heating that they plcase of find most convenient, but they must 
heat the premises leased, or Joases may be cancelled and actions for dam- 
agos ensue. Also, where tenants undertook to heat places they occupy, 
to protect th property and render tho lot of other tenants—as, for {n- 
stance, those above—endurable, they must carry out the agreement, no 
matter what it costs, Blessed are they who do not have to buy coal.
